To rus EDITOR or THE ȘPIRITUAL TELEGRAFH : 

Dear Sir—Permit me to offer you a slight sketoh of o fact 
which has come under my observation in connection with the 
title of this article—one which may form food for suggestion 
and inquiry. On the ovening of tho last day of November, 
while sitting in tho family circle of the friends I visited at 
Memphis, Tonn., wo were joined by a gentleman whose ac- 
quaintanco I had then very recently made, who for some ycars 
had been a practicing physician at Milwaukie. Shortly after 
this addition to our party, I experienced the usual sensations 
attending the near approach of a Spirit who was anxious to 
communicate through my modiumsbip. 

Vor nearly a quarter of an hour I tried to resist this in- 
Buence, finding such control in private circles injurious to my 
public oforta ; but although tho forco affected mo as if from n 
great distonce, and with a sensation of extremo debility, it 
conquered my roluctanoo to yiold sufficiently to compel me to 
apprise the physician that a Spirit friend was near bim—one 
who regarded him with great affection, and bearing the name 
of Anna. She rubscquently added o second name, whioh, 
though spelled incorrectly at first, was sufficiently strange and 
definito iu sound, to identify the Spirit as ono of tho dootor’s 
pationts, between whom and himself had subsisted an affec- 


tionate friendship of many years standing. In proof of her | carth-sphere ; bat as I am somewhat chary of placing my facts 


identity, and entirely unsought for on the part of the doctor, 
the Spirit proceeded to give a great many singular tests, 
making me describe chiefly by pantomime a number of pictures 
in her house, its furniture, the situation of a certain trce near 
the house-door, together with the leading traits in her own 
character, and allusions both to one of her decensed children, 
and various fits of sickness during which she had been under 
the doctor's treatment; all of which minutim brought home 
the identity of the communicating Spizitizith startling pre- 
cision. 

The manifestation occupied quite an hour, and concluded 
by the vivid appearance of the Spirit herself upon the wall op- 
posite to where I sat. Tad any question existed upon previous 
points of identity, this appearance would have settled it, as 
there were some peculiarities in the shape of the lady's head, 
her mode of dressing her hair aud its color, which marked her 
with striking characteristics. 

Then came the doctor's avowal that all thesc presentations 
were identical with a person who, to the best of his belief, was 
still an inhabitant of earth, and the hesitancy with which the 
first part of the manifestations were received, arose from the 
fact that he recognized no such description as applicable to 
any one then, to his knowledge, in the Spirit-world. While his 
thoughts, therefore, were fixed upon the inbabitants of that 
land, the idea of his still living friends never, of course, oc- 
curred to him— placing the hackneyed solution of “ mind-read- 
ing" out of the pale of possibility—at least until after the 
name had been given. 

Three weeks later the gentleman above alluded to met me 
ia New Orleans, and showed mo a letter from one of the re 
latives of the communicating Spirit, announcing the fact of 
the lady’s dcath—an event, howover, whieh did not take place 
till one weck after the period of the above named manifesta- 
tion! I know J shall bo told by many of the savans who 
undertake to reply to, but not explain, these phenomena, that 
no doubt tho lady's mind was at the time of her appearance to 
me, steadfastly fixed upon her old friend, and in view of the 
approaching dissolution which had been predicated by a long 
sickness ; that she was deploring the absence of ber accustomed 
medical adviser, cto. Are these phases, however, explanatory or 
even philosophical ? Do they solvo the problem of that thought 
which is so material as to be ablo to magnotize a medium ipto a 
sufficiently psychological stato to compel from her pantomimi- 
cal representations, and produce tho apparently objective repre 
sentation of a well-defined shadow on the wall. 

I could relate very many cases of a similar character, al- 
though more difficult of solution-upou tho hypothesis of the 
transmissioref thought.

cient amount of reliable testimony to compel their respectful 
acceptance, so I reserve them for the benefit of the few in. 
atead of the many. 

I may, however, add that the influence thrown upon me by 
these manifestations generally differs from that of" the Spirits,” 
inasmuch as it produces sensations of coldness, and sometimes 
a slight faintness, while the disembodied Spirit is generally ao- 
companicd by a peculiar fecliog of exhilaration and streugth. 
Also in the above and two other cases which I can well attoat, 
the manifestations have been succeeded very rapidly by the 
death of the persons whose spirits were presented. I beg to 
state that I offer no inferences on this point, not having a suf- 
ficient number or variety of illustrations to deduce therefrom 
the certainty of decease following. Indeed tho experiences of 
others tend to the contrary opinion, many having claimed to 
see the Spirits of the living (among them myself) without 
any cvent of moment, sickness or dissolution succeeding. If 
my experience iu these instances has been different, it does 
not prove the rule; if it did, it would satisfactorily account 
for the popular Scottish superstition concerning the appearance 
of the liviug Spirit or “ wraith,” as a token of impending death. 

I shall be happy to furnish the names of tho partics con- 
cerned in the above to any who may desire to test this matter 
farther; and suggest the subject of “living Spirits" as yet 
undisposed of in discussions which aro no doubt anloulated to 
evolvo truth by comparison of well-digested opinions; but 
which, nevertheless, can not hope to arrive at any satisfactory 
solution of spiritual probloms uudemonstrated by facts even 
as simple as the above narration, 

Permit me to add, while writing from the South, that as I 
had to re-peruse with pain tho detail of my inhospitable treat- 
ment at Memphis, Tenn., it is but justice to this section of 
the great country in which I, a foreigner, have received such 
a noble welcome, n.rth, east and west. to contrast the venom

Mr. Cunmrorner P. Hewer, Ansistant Teller in tho 


Market Hank, Now York, committed suicide by taking atrych- 
nino, January 18, 1260. Tho circumstances wo leurn to bo an 
follows: Mr. Hewlett had been in the bank five years, und 
was always cflicient, correct, and faithful. About fourteen 
months ainoo, ho married, and he and his wife boarded in East 
Broadway, at an cconomical expeune. — Mis wifo haa beon sick 
mach of the time, which subjected liim to large expenses for 
physicians, medicine, and nurses. Mr. Hewlett wan a devoted 
husband, and waa addicted to no bad habite, Ho spent his 
evenings at lomo. Tu apito of the most rigid economy he wax 
able to oxercise, hin expenses exeeoded hiin income, and ho was 
in debt somo threo hundred dollars, io a note whioh fell duo 
in tho Fulton Bank the 1Rtb,  Bubsequent cxatninations slow 
this to be all that bu owed. 

Mr. Ii. applied to tho Presidont of tho Market Bank, whore 
he wan, for money to tako up this note. Tho President took 
it as an occasion to inquire respecting his modo of living, and 
whether ho was extravagant, oto, etc, and declined to let him 
have the money. Io soon afterward took a carriago, and just 
before reaching his houso, he took strychnine, and so told his 
wife soon after his arriving home, Ho refused to tako anti.
